Could this 
be one of the last great Dreamcast games? We think so.

\ Okay, so by now most of us have 
come to terms with the sad fact 

that the Dreamcast is entering the 
twilight stages of its all too short life. 
However, the good news is that it looks 
set to go out with a rather loud bang. If 
proof were needed of this then 
Headhunter (developed by Stockholm- 
based codeshop Amuze) must surely be 
it. Suffice to say, having played the game 
through to its dramatic finale, we can 
state quite categorically that this is one 
of the most polished and ambitious titles 
to have graced SEGA’s 128-bit console 
to date. 

California Dreaming 

The game is set in a depressingly 
plausible 21st Century California, where 
law enforcement has been privatised and 
healthy human body organs are a greatly 
sought after commodity (creating a large 
black market, of course). An 
organisation, known as the Anti-Crime 
Network (ACN), offers mercenary 
detectives (known as Headhunters) a 
bounty for the successful apprehension

At the outset of the game, Wade awakes 
to find himself suffering from a nasty 
bout of amnesia.

After making 
his escape Jack passes out and regains 
consciousness in hospital. This is where 
the game begins in earnest. Following 
the death of Chris Stern - the founder of 
the ACN - Jack is approached by 
Stern’s daughter (Angela) who 
hires him to find out who 
killed her father and why. 

What ensues is a mission 
where no-one can be 
trusted and nothing is quite 
what it seems. 

Gameplay itself is split 
into distinctive main styles. 

The most substantial of these 


are the third-person adventure sections, 
where Jack must explore various locations 
such as warehouses and garages to 
locate members of the criminal 
underground. These sections blend 
together various ideas from similar 
games - most notably the stealth of 
Metal Gear Solid, with the puzzle solving 
and blasting of the Resident Evil titles. 
However, to describe the game as a clone 
would be to do it an injustice, as 
developer Amuze has obviously lavished a 
great deal of attention on both the title’s 
plot and its mission structures. The latter 
is particularly well handled, with each 
task requiring a good combination of 
brains and brawn. Consequently, if you’re

without colliding into anything you gain 
points. Once enough of these have been 
gained an icon appears on the map 
showing you the next location you must 
visit. Suffice to say, burning around the 
streets offers a nice break from the main 
game and the exceptionally high quality 
of what is essentially a sub-game is 
laudable. Indeed, you suspect that with a 
little more work these stages could have 
been turned into a stand-alone release. 

Visually the game is impressive 
throughout, with the streets of California 
and the locations Jack explores all 
featuring a good level of detail. Lots of 
little touches also help bring the game 
world to life, for example, empty cans 
can be kicked around the floor, whilst 
some stages see rats scurrying about the 
place underfoot. Likewise, the character 
animation of both Jack and the other 
people he encounters is suitably smooth. 


Furthermore, voice acting is of a high 
quality (although the laconic Jake sounds 
suspiciously similar to Clint Eastwood) 
and various spot effects heighten the 
already atmospheric feeling the game 
generates. However, all this would be 
academic if the game played like a turkey, 
but as you may have guessed by now it 
doesn’t. The fusion of genres works 
extremely well and the structure of each 
mission changes so that the player must 
constantly learn and employ new 
techniques. Wrapping everything up is 
the twisty-turny plot that (unlike so 
many similar titles) actually drives you 
on to see what’s round the next corner. 
Ultimately, Headhunter is one of the best 
Dreamcast releases of the year and, 
therefore, serves as an excellent swan 
song for SEGA’s last piece of 
consumer hardware.

After all the hype, 
Floigan Brothers has finally arrived, but was it worth the wait? 


\ There aren’t really many puzzle games 
.*** for our beloved Dreamcast, so, way 
back in issue 17, we excitedly started 
banging on about this game. And, finally, 
it’s here. Lighthearted and off-the-wall, 
it’s got to be one of the oddest titles 
we’ve seen this year - but in a good way, 
that is. This strange romp takes us back 
to the old days, when cartoons were... 
well, real cartoons. None of this modern- 
day, shoot-’em-up, fancy cartoon 
malarkey. Oh no. We loved programmes 
such as Tom and Jerry, with classic, 
colourful animation in which the 
characters banged each other over the 
head with saucepans and little tweety 
birds appeared. And this kind of old-skool 
fun is what Floigan Brothers reflects. 
That’s not to say it’s at all out-of-date 
though - on the contrary, its innovation 
puts it right into the 21st Century 
category. Read on and you’ll see why... 

Cartoon Capers 

So, what’s it all about? Well, the clue is in 
the title - there’s these two brother, you 
see, Moigle and Hoigle Floigan. Moigle is 
the large one, lacking in the brains 


department, and he’s building a secret 
project in his garage. Unfortunately, he 
has lost seven of the parts he needs to 
complete it - and this is where you come 
in. Controlling his smaller, more 
resourceful brother, Hoigle, you must help 
him find the items he needs, at the same 
time defending the family turf against the 
Evil Baron Marlodorous, who wants to 
take over the junkyard with the help of 
his mercenary kittens. 

This is where the fun starts, as you 
embark on investigating the 13 areas of 
the junkyard, solving puzzles as you go. 
For example, you have to dive across 
Moigle’s garden, scaring magpies away so 
the seeds will grow. Then, once you’ve 
fixed the water tank and fed the plants 
they’ll open, rewarding you with one of 
the seven items. 

While this doesn’t sound like the most 
innovative of games, it’s the way the 
brothers interact, in order to help you 
progress, that gives the game its added 
edge and originality. 

At certain places around the yard are 
different boxes that will aid in your quest, 
depending on how you treat Moigle. 


Inciting different emotions at specific 
times will elicit certain responses from 
the ogreous one. For example, if you 
punch him you’ll make him so angry he’ll 
clobber you. Do this in the right places 
and he’ll pummel Hoigle to the ground, 
roll him up into a ball and use a baseball 
bat to hit him into the air, thus landing 
him in otherwise inaccessible areas. 

Bargain Basement 

In addition to the switch-pushing, pipe¬ 
balancing action of the main game, you 
can also play loads of fun mini-games, 
which gain you points and help your 
progression (see Mini-games Madness). 

What is also different about Floigan 
Brothers is the fact that you can’t die, 
which is a bonus, as you won’t have to 
keep starting the game over again. For 
example, if the nasty spider bites you’ll 
just go green and stagger about, all of 
which lends itself to the cartoon-style of 
the game.

"Mini-games Madness 


Throughout the main game you can interact with Moigle in the 
form of various mini-games, such as High Five, Tag, Hide and Seek 
and Catch. The big dope loves to play - and by engaging in games you 
can keep him happy and occupied, and he’ll be more willing to learn 
things. So, it’s not just for love, there’s something in it for you too. If 
you win the games you get points, which can be used to bribe Moigle 
if he doesn’t want to co-operate. You can also use the points to teach 
him things - for example, giving you a leg up or curing his fear of 
spiders, which will help you progress through the game. Trust us - 
it’ll all become clear when you play.

the emotional gameplay will tug at your 
heartstrings, which isn’t strictly true; 
Moigle just wants to eat and play 
(although that’s pretty true to life, going 
by most of the males in this office). Yet, 
although the game certainly boasts 
originality, it is by no means exceptional. 

Pile Of Junk? 

Whilst we here at Dreamcast Magazine 
applaud and encourage innovation, the 
detailed graphics and novel cartoon-style 
are about all the game has going for it. 


Unfortunately, the main element, the 
most crucial part of any title - namely 
gameplay - is sadly missing. 

Once you’ve had a few goes, and you 
know what you’re doing, you can 
complete the game in a couple 
hours.What is more, there is not exactly 
much incentive to play it again, as it’s the 
same challenge and, therefore, you’ll 
finish it in a flash. 

However, using your Internet option, 
you can trade your Moigle for someone 
else’s across the Net, and there are 


monthly downloadable game elements 
from SEGA’s Floigan Brother's Web site 
to, according to SEGA, ‘keep the game 
fresh and exciting’. 

Yet all in all, it’s not really enough to 
improve lastability and you could soon 
find yourself tiring of the game. This, we 
feel, is a real shame - as Floigan Brothers 
could quickly end up on the scrapheap 
that is your played-and-got-bored-of 
games pile. And we don’t think such 
innovation deserves that.

dated graphics, completely annoying 
music and virtually no originality 
whatsoever... so it’s got to be a bit crap, 
right? Well, no it isn’t. In fact, it’s more 
than just a simple no - it’s a totally 
emphatic NO!, standing 50-foot high in 
bright, flashing neon lettering. Without 
wanting to make a dramatic turnaround 
in opinion that would make even the

Fight For Your Right 

Looking at the game mechanics rather 
than those bothersome graphics for a bit, 
Capcom Vs SNK 2 overhauls the original 
game considerably and manages to give 
fans of both companies exactly what they 
want. Capcom seems intent on giving 
players as much freedom as possible; 
everything that either restricted you, sat 
hidden in the Secret Shop until you 
earned enough points, or that you just 
plain hated has been fiddled about with. 
The ratio system that made all your 
favourite fighters weak and worthless in 
the original - that’s been switched in 
favour of being able to choose which 
characters you’d like stronger and which 
you’d prefer weaker, plus you can simply 
have a three-on-three fight or even a 
single confrontation. Also, there are now 
six different ‘Grooves’ to choose from 


(see Get Into The Groove): fighting styles 
that offer unique abilities and Super 
Move options. Throw in a nice crop of 
new fighters besides (as well as a few 
secret characters to find too) and you’ll 
see that Copcom \/s SNK 2 is actually 
well worth your consideration. 

Of course, the big question that you’re 
probably asking is "Do I really need 
another 2D beat-’em-up?”. If you’re a fan 
(as we are) then the answer is a big yes - 
heck, we had to pay for our copy of the 
game, so we’re in the same boat as you. 

If you’re not a fan... well, then you 
probably haven’t bought any of the 
previous games - so again, the answer is 
yes. Why? Because this is as fine as any 
beat-’em-up is going to get on the 
Dreamcast; there won’t be any more of 
them, so you might as well snap it up 
now while it’s going. In either case, you 
won’t regret it... and thankfully, that’s 
the last time we’ll have to say that about 
a StreetFighter game.

1 Hot Lap 


Here you will be literally 
racing against yourself (in the 
form of a ghost car) and the 
clock. You’re set a time limit 
and are expected to beat that 
time if you want to earn 
points to progress further 
into the game. There are, 
however, two types of Hot 
Lap challenges. The first is 
just a simple ‘beat a single 
lap time to earn the points’.

This means that 
you’ll have to maintain a 
constant time across all of 
the laps - one lapse of 
concentration could lead to a 
failed challenge. 


Top Tips:

Unlike most driving games, 
where touching the 
handbrake instantly gratifies 
you with a perfect handbrake 
turn, M-SR is a little bit more 
difficult (see also: realistic). 
Pressing the A button at high 
speeds will fish-tail your car 
and you’ll swerve all over, 
hitting the side of the track 
and ultimately coming to a 
standstill. This is not good. 
The secret to a good 
handbrake turn is to dab the 
brake a little before you use 
the handbrake. This will slow 
the car down enough to 
make the skid much more 
controllable (don’t forget to 
steer into the skid!). In time 
you should be able to take 
every tight corner with ease, 
without hitting barriers, to 
earn you those all-important 
style points.

Okay, so you can beat the 
challenges and get first 
place in every race, but 
that’s still not enough! Not 
only will you be awarded 
points for driving well and 
performing the task, but 
you’ll also be penalised for 
shoddy driving. Clipping 
kerbs, slamming into walls 
and colliding with any other 
vehicles will incur a penalty.
